Field office only, not 1IW. And never published. On publication it turned out that 
the real reason was to increase profits becyflse the book is small, much smaller 
tlian can be sold at tliat price. 

I hope you are not offended. Under ordinary circumstance what you did would 
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have been fine, an improvement, but not for the reading of a lawyer who may get 
&500 an hour for his time and not for the reading of a publisher who usually first 
pays a reader to get the reader's opinion and winds up with cost concerns from size. 
He also thinks in terras of editing costs. Richard' field is publishing law and he 
has been a publisher.
